WASHING fox, April.6.—The Committee | 
on Banking and Currency bad before it 
thi morning the bill in relation to the 
currency.

CAGE—At Helena, Arka n Thursday, 
the Ist Gey of April, 1860, Mrs. Fl Naabeth Lyman 
Cage, wife of Lycurgus Cage, Esq. 

The lamented lady, whose death is recorded 
above, was born at Bellefonte,in the State of 
Alabama,on the Sth of October, A. D. 1827. 
Her father, Lyman James, Esq., a distinguished 
lawyer of Northamton, Massachusetts, emi- 
grated to Alabama at an early day, and there 
intermarriell with Miss M. Courtney Good- 
rich, a member of one of the best familiesof 
that State. The only daughter of this union 
was the lady whose recent demise has cast a 
gloom over our entire community. The family 
subsequently moved to Holly Springs, Missis- 
sipp!, where, om the I7th) day of May, 1544, the 
deceased intermarried with Lycurgus Cage, 
Esq., with whom she lived till the time of her 
death in the enjoyment of uninterrupted do- 
mestic happiness. In March, 1853, she accom- 
panied her husband and children to Helena, 
Arkansas,where she lived esteemed and beloved 
by her family and her friends, and died lament- 
ed by a community, of whom she was an orna- 
ment, and from whom she had won golden 
opinions for her many acts of ueighborly kiud- 
ness and christian charity. 

Her death, though expected, was yet of rapid 
transition, aud might almost be deemed sud- 
den. But a few weeks sufficed to change the 
fondhappy aud blooming matrou iato the cold, 
pale bride of death. The victim of an insidious 
disease, her cheeks wore the bloom of seeming 
health, and her sweet and kindly smile beamed 
upon hei family apd her filends up to the very 
hour when even sbe Was ubpaware that the fiat 
of her dissolution had goue forth. Bitter and 
heart-searching to her devoted family was the 
startling intel Agence, proclainiel by the uner- 
ring voice of science, that she mua die; that the 
silver chord which gave the sweet music of 
home its charm was to be joosened; that the 
golden bowl] ia which burned the incense of do- 
meatic love was to be broken: thatthe star, 
whore rays were ever bright for them, must set 
in the horizon of that shadowy land 
“From whose bourne no lraveler ever returns.” 

While yet apparentiy in the possession of an 
unbroken constitution, the best medical skill in 
the country, at home and abroad, gave the 
opinion that the days of the deceased could be 
at best butfew. This intelligence, sadly terrible 
to her family, was received by her as an expres- 
sion of the divine will of her Maker, and sbe 
waited for the final hour with that heroic resig- 
nation befitting a life of purity and usefulness, 
of religious faith, of duties well performed and 
days well spent. Day by day as the tideof life 
ebbed farther and farther from the shores of 
time, passing slowly out into the unknown 
ocean of eternity; hour by hour as the angels 
waited for the struggling spirit, pluming its 
wings forthe long and apward flight to the 
bosom of its God, her unfaltering trust that the 
life with which she was invested at her birth 
was immortal, enabled her to look forward to 
and meet her dissolution without fear, sustained 
by the glorious hope that she would soon be 
borne into the undying life of the chareh trium- 
phant in heaven. Her death realized the bene- 
diction of holy writ: “Bleseed are the dead 
that die in the Lord.” 

She was a devoted member of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, whose faith she espoused in 
IMl, regularly partaking of its sacraments and 
enjoying its holy consolations. 

In allthe paths of life she manifested great 
purity and tenderness of heart, and tothe graces 
of a cultivated intellect she added the virtues 
which belong to a gent.e @levated christian

As there seems to be a question ax to 
the right of appeal from the decision of a 
local board of i in cases of re- 
fusalor revocation of pilots’ and engi- 
neers’ licenses, we publish the law re- 
lating to that subject: 

Act of August 30, 1852, section 9: When- 
ever any person claiming to be a skillful 
pilot for any such vessel shall offer him- 
self for a license, the said board shall 
make diligent inquiry asto his character 
and merits; and if satisfied that he posses- 
ses the requisite skill, and ts trustworthy 
and faithful, they shall give him a cer- 
tifieate to that effect, licensing him for 
one year to bea pilot of any such vessel 
within the limit prescribed in the certifi- 
cate; but the license of any such engineer 
or pilot may be revoked upon proof of 
negligence, unskillfulness, or inattention 
to the duties of the station: Provided, 
however, If in cases of refusal to license 
engineers or pilots, and cases of the revo- 
cation of any license by the Local Board 
of ee any engineer or pilot,deem- 
ing himself wronged by such refusal or 
revocation may, within thirty days after 
notice thereof, on application to a super- 
vising inspector, have his case examined 
anew M such supervising inspector upon 
produc ng a certified copy of the reasons 
assigned by the local board for their doing 
in the premises; and such supervising in- 
spector may revoke the decisian of such 
local board of inspectors, and license such 
pilot or engineer; and like proceedings, 
upon the same conditions, may be had by 
the master or owner of such vessel or of 
any steamboat boiler for which the said 
local board shall have refused, upon in- 
spection, to give a certificate of approval, 
or shall have notified such master or 
owner of any repairs necessary after such 
certificate has been granted,

” Phe general tradeof the city has been 
dull throughout the week, though from «a 
moderate accession of country buyers, 2 
little more animation is apparent at the 
close, Inthe country, planters eontinue 
to give undivided attention to the crops, 
and in the city every mercantile interest 
is more or less hampered by the sluggish 
movement of our leading staple. Early 
in the week an advance of 4d occurred 
in the Liverpool market, in connection 
with which there was a fair export trade, 
but for several days backy ery liftie thas 
been done, and as each day brings holders 
into closer competition with the India 
crop, while acoounts from the spinning in- 
terest in England continue to be discour- 
aging, it seems unreasonable to look for 
any further improyement. The Man- 
chester market, it is true, is represented 
as nearly bare of cotton goods, but it seems, 
asin the case of provisions, that priees 
have reached as high a point as consu- 
mers will stand. The best that can be ex- 
pected is that manufacturers will be*ena- 
bledSto work off their goods at prices jus- 
fying the present market value of the raw 
material. Last year, when the situation 
looked as favorable for holders as it does 
now, cotton reached its highest point, 32c 
in this market, on the 23d of April, from 
which it steadily declined until it touched 
2c on the lith of June, after which 
it advanced until it reached 3le on the 24 
of July, from which point it gradually re- 
ceded to Zc on the 13th of August. That 
the pesition of cotton fs strong and that 
there is hardly a possibility of any serious 
decline, no one will gainsay, but priees 
are out of proportion, and severe losses 
have already been sustained in carrying. ; 
On the 6th of April, 1868, cotton was 12% | 
in Liverpool, 29@20kcin New York, while 
gold was 137% @138 and standard sheetings 
19Gi¥>.c. On Saturday last gold was 
131}, Standard sheetings cot- 
ton 124(@12%4d in Liver land 28Xc in 
New York. In view of these facts, and 
the continned unfavorable reports of the 
manufacturing interest in England, it 
now behooves holders to consider well the 
situation and determine whether it will 
be to their advantage to carry cotton any 
farther into the season or to realize now 
at fair and reasonable prices. At all events 
it will be decidedly to their advantage to 
let go a portion of their stoc«x at present 
prices, for the effect that redpeed stocks 
would create abroad. 

In monev matters there is little new of 
interest. LKastern exchange is in better 
supply than at the date of our last review, 
but it is unequally distributed, and some 
banks #re still obliged to supply them- 
selves from their neighbors at $1 25@1 50 
per $1,000 premium. In this way ship- 
ments of currency are avoided. Cotton 
bills are discounted at \%c.@ per cent. 
and checks on New York are supplied at 
“per cent premium. New Orleens ex- 
change is dull at gc, ‘4c off buying, and 
par selling. It is little in demand, and 
some of the banks hawe ordered balances 
transferred to New York accounts at a fair 
profit. Some time bille’ have been ne- 
gotiated at 1 per cent. off on 30 day East- 
ern and 14 por tent. on New Orleans. 

Gold is little called for, but, as the sup- 
ply is very seant, it continues to bring 
close on New York rates. Dealers bny at 
131 and sell at 132 in counter transactions. 
It opened in New York to-day ati31\ and 
closed at 131%. A large short intcrest in 
New York markei continues to sustain 
rates. 

Scrip continues inactive. Dealers re- 
, port mone on the market and very little 
‘demand. One dealer sold a check of $600 
on the city to-day at 76}4, but 77 is the rate 
generally asked. Another dealer bought 
two small amounts at 75@76. Dealers are 
in the market for county scrip at 70@72 
and are holding it at 74@75. It is expected 
to advance from the funding of the county 
debt, for which there are active prepara- 
tions. Police scrip is in better supply. 
Dealers buy at 9596, and sell at 97@98. 

It is useless to talk of stocks or securities. 
‘There are none on the market. Ovccasion- 
ally we learn of light transactions in Gov- 
ernment sécurities at about New York 
rates. 

Our dispatches from New York to-day 
are ineagre and give but the intelligence 
that the unfavorable bank statement of 
last week and the stringency of the money 
market have influenced a decline in 
stocks.

Senator Sprague has introduced in Con- 
gressa‘* bill to provide for loaning the 
public money, and for other purposes,” 
the main object of which appears to be to 
establish an institution outrivaling the 
proportions of the United States Bank, 
and the effect of which would be to place 
the whole financial machinery of the 
country under the control of the Govern- 
ment. The prospects of its success, in 
the present temper of theepublic mind, 
may be considered as extremely doubtful. 
_A meeting of the national banking in- 
terest of Boston wes heid last week, at 
which resolutions were adopted indicating 
a disposition to favor an increase of paper 
currency to the extent of fifty millions, 
rather than submit to curtailment of the 
present circulation. A threat of return- 
ing to the State banking system is em- 
bodied in one of the resolutions. Thus, 
when the shoe begins to pinch, the Bos- 
tonians, who have hitherto been foremost 
among the advocates for currency transac- 
tion,take the back track. As, however, 
only twenty-five of the forty-six banks of 
Boston were represented at the meeting— 
those voting fourteen to nine—this move- 
ment cannot justly be considered as a fair 
expression of opinion of the national 
banking interest of that city. The Gom- 
Bulletin truly remarks that, “ 
the currency is increased fifty millions 
now, it may be increased a hundred mil- 


lions next year, and the beginning of a| 


contraction will 
poned.”’ 

The New York Herald is after the Na- 
tional Banks, in connection with the 
question of a redistribution of the cur- 
rency for the benefit of the West ana 
South, over which Congress continues to 
Sweatand foam. lt thinks a squelehing 
of the National Banks would better 
answer the purpose. We quote: 

The National hanks were created to 
make wiarket for Government 
and that object was long since attained.

and 27%c@2se for middling. The bulk of 
the cottom sold was good ordinary and 
low middling. New York as well as Liv.) 
erpoolfwas active, and closed at 29c for 
uplands. In Liverpool 12%d for uplands 
was the closing price. On Wednesday 
Liverpool was less active, but firm, while 
New York closed dull at 2%¢ for uplands, 
The demand here was lighter, and sales did 
not exceed 900 bales, of which 300 bales low 
middling at 27'4c was the principal item, 
smaller lists going at a basis of 27c.$In the 
evening the market was very much 
stiffened by reported private advices of a 
further advance of <d in Liverpool, which 
proved, however, to be incorrect, though 
that market was active at the close, sales 
being 20,000 bales for the day. On Thurs- 
day there was virtually no demand, and 
it was difficult to effect sales at previous 
prices, though as high as 27¢ was realized 
on low middling. It was reported that 
Liverpool had declined '<d, but this, like 
the reported advance of the day before, 
proved to be bogus or short-lived, as the 
evening dispatch reported a quiet market 
at 12%d for uplands. In New York up- 
lands declined to 28%c, that market 
laboring under stringency of money 
and dullness of sterling exchange.
